Existinglaw requires that, on or before June 1, 1986, the Department
of Toxic Substances Control conduct a study and make
recommendations to the Legislature on the establishment of a
comprehensive program for achieving reductions in hazardous waste
generation, as specified.

This bill would repeal that provision.
